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SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY

We  did  well  in  the  Freshman  year,  but  true  to  the  nature  of  the  Nomad  we  soon  became  restless, 
packed  our  tents  and  wandered  into  the  Sophomore  tent. 

We  changed  our  leader  to  Moomaw  (Leek)  who  was  an  excellent  leader.  The  tribe  chose  the  following 
new  officers:  Wood,  President;  Stull,  Vice-President;  and  Heath,  Secretary-Treasurer.  This  year  we  felt 
superior  to  the  Hobby  and  Science  Caravans  and  completely  annihilated  them.  The  Alpha  Beta  Delta 
Caravan  was  retained  and  those  who  wished  to  blend  their  voices  in  harmony  and  add  color  to  their  drab 
days  organized  a  Choral  Caravan. 

Those  Nomads  interested  in  physical  sustenance  organized  an  F.  F.  A.  Caravan  to  increase  their 
agricultural  abilities. 

In  order  to  identify  ourselves  from  other  tribes  we  purchased  pins,  the  only  tribe  present  to  do  this.

A  new  caravan  was  organized  this  year  and  directed  by  Bowyer.  The  aim  of  this  caravan  is  to 
improve  the  library  and  to  stimulate  interest  in  reading. 

As  has  been  customary  the  Seniors  purchased  rings  by  which  to  identify  their  tribal  nature  and  as  a 
remembrance  of  the  time  spent  on  this  oasis. 

The  Abuldah,  the  council  of  the  most  exalted  leaders,  met  to  bestow  honors  on  two  of  our  tribe. 
These  honors  went  to  Roberts  and  J.  Wood.  Roberts  is  to  be  the  Valedictorian  and  Wood  the  Salutatorian 
at  the  meeting  of  the  youngers  and  elders.
